This response addresses the status of Claims 1-24 and 51- 
79. Claims 25-50 and 80-88 were previously withdrawn based on a 
restriction requirement. Claims 1-21, 23, 51-76, and 78 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Publication 2002/0183027 (Husted). Claims 22, 24, 77, and 79 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being rendered obvious by 
Husted in view of U.S. Publication 2004/0208151 ( Haver inen ) . 

Claims 21 and 56 are amended herein to correct for 
grammatical and typographical errors. Therefore, these 
amendments are not intended to limit the scope of the claims 
beyond its originally filed breadth. Claims 24 and 79 are 
amended to differentiate from Claims 23 and 78, respectively.
